New Delhi, the 14th January 1958 

S.R.O. 172.—In exercise of the powers conferred by clause (c) of sub-section 
(2) of section 3 of the Essential Commodities Act, 1955 (10 of 1955), the Central 
(Government hereby makes the following Order, namely: — 

1. Short title and commencement.—(1) This Order may be called the Rice 
and Paddy (Assam) Price Control Order, 1958. 

(2) It shall come into force at once. 

2. Maximum prices at which rice and paddy may he sold.—(1) The maximum 
prices at which winter sali rice and paddy may be sold in wholesale quantities 
in the zones within the State of Assam as mentioned in column 1 of the First 
Schedule of this order shall be as specified in the corresponding entry in column 
2 of the said Schedule. 

(2) For the purposes of this order— 

(a) all prices are exclusive of the cost of gunny bags; 

(b) a maund is equivalent in weight to 82-2/7 lbs; 

(c) “sale in wholesale quantities” means sale in quantities exceeding ten 

maunds in any one transaction; 

(d) the prices specified in the First Schedule to this order are for fair 

average quality conforming to the specfiications prescribed in the 
Second Schedule to this order; for rice or paddy below the fair 
average quality, the maximum prices shall be determined by reduc¬ 
ing the prices specified in the Krst Schedule by the amounts of cuts 
indicated in the Second Schedule.
